Ike  Leads  Adlai 
In  ‘Home  State’ 
Primary  Return 


by  the  Associated  Press 
President  Eisenhower  ran  up 
a bigger  vote  than  Adlai  Steven- 
son in  late  returns  Wednesday 
from  the  Illinois  presidential 
primary. 


Although  the  two  were  not 
colliding  head-on,  and  the  counts 
were  not  from  the  same  pre- 
cincts, it  was  a spirit-dampen- 
ing turn  in  his  home  state  for 
Stevenson  who  had  pulled  the 
bigger  vote  in  the  first  counting. 

Stevenson  was  cheered,  how- 
ever, by  a relatively  light  write- 
in  vote  for  Sen.  Estes  Kefauver, 
contending  also  for  the  Demo- 
cratic presidential  nomination. 

Eisenhower?  entered  in  the 
Republican  primary,  went  ahead 
of  Stevenson’s  Democratic  pri- 
mary vote  total  on  late  returns 
from  down-state  Illinois. 

This  is  a traditionally  Repub- 
lican section  wher  the  vote 
count  always  is  slower  than  the 
machine  count  in  Democratic 
Chicago.

A couple  of  men  returning  from 
missions  may  help  out  too,  and  some  of  the  freshmen  players  look 
if  they  may  fit  right  in. 

With  the  new  conference  ruling  liberalizing  scholarships,  BYU 
can  now  compete  for  athletes,  and  we  caq  look  to  better  teams.  If 
those  freshmen  come  who  are  expected,  in  a couple  of  years  BYU 
will  be  on  the  top  of  the  heap. 

Meanwhile  four  of  this  year’s  team — Blaine  Anderson,  Terry 
Tebbs,  Herschel  Pederson,  and  Drive  Lewis — recently  brought 
home  the  bacon  from  the  outlaw  tournament  in  Lewiston,  Montana. 
With  three  players  from  Wyoming,  they  played  the  entire  Montana 
State  team  in  one  of  their  games. 

The  BYU  men  won  the  tournament  easily,  and  Soup  Pederson 
and  Terry  Tebbs  made  the  All-Star  Team  of  the  tournament.  Later 
they  put  on  an  exhibition  game  in  Lovell,  Wyo.,  and  Soup  and 
Terry  brought  the  house  down  with  their  Mutt  and  Jeff  dribbling 
act. 

Basketball  coach  Stan  Watts,  by  the  way,  just  returned  from 
the  Basketball  Rules  Committee  meeting  in  Chicago.  Several 
changes  were  made,  according  to  Coach  Watts.  One  of  the  major 
changes  was  outlawing  the  offensive  man  from  guiding  in  shots 
under  the  basket,  one  of  University  of  San  Francisco's  Bill  Russell's 
favorite  tricks. 

Also  outlawed  was  hanging  on  the  basket,  quite  prevalent  this 
year.  Another  new  rule  puts  two  defensive  men  next  to  the  basket 
on  free  throws  to  do  away  with  the  cheap  tip  in. 

There  was  some  contemplation  at  the  meeting  of  giving  the 
referees  complete  power  to  stop  a stall  by  giving  the  ball  to  the 
other  team,  but  it  was  decided  to  appeal  to  the  coaches  and  try  it 
one  more  year  without  an  anti-stall  rule.

Collegiate  Athletic  Assn,  boxing 
championships  starting  Thurs- 
day will  have  an  unseen  “sec- 
ond” in  their  corners.

TUSCON — Seven  records  fell 
and  two  were  tied  Tuesday  night 
as  Brigham  Young  University 
swept  to  a convincing  81-50 
triumph  over  an  outclassed  Ari- 
zona University  squad  here. 

.With  fair  weather  prevailing, 
the  BYU  spikesters  moved. to  an 
early  led  by  sweeping  the  hun- 
dred-yard dash  and  the  one-mile 
run. 

Harry  Anderson  tied  his  own 
dual  meet  record  of  10.0  in  win- 
ning the  century  while  Bok  Suk 
Shim  established  a new  record  of 
4:20.8  in  the  mile.  The  old  re- 
cord was  held  by  Sherald  James 
of  BYU  who  did  not  enter  this 
event. 

MARV  ROBERSON  set  a new 
standard  in  the  shot  put  with  a 
J record  heave  of  50'1".  He  broke 
his  own  mark  of  49' 11”  set  at 
the  Arizona  meet  last  year. 

In  the  high  jump,  Ralph  Bon- 
ham and  Doug  Spainhower  of 
BYU  tied  with  Lynn  Cornette  of 
Arizona  for  first  place,  also  set- 
ting a new  meet  mark  of  6'4". 
The  old  mark  was  held  by  Spain- 
hower. 

Arlyn  Finlinson  held  back 
stiff  competition  from  Arizona's 
Clarence  Anderson  to  win  the 
440-yard  dash  in  the  record  time 
of  45.4.  This  was  not  Finlinson's 
fastest  time  of  the  night  how- 
ever, as  he  toured  his  quarter  on 
the  winning  relay  squad  In  48.2 
| unofficially. 

SHERALD  JAMES  scored  a 
; minor  upset  in  thfc  two-mile  run 
as  he  ran  away  from  vaunted 
| Walt  Goodwin  of  Arizona  to  set 
another  new  mark.  His  time  in 
I the  eight  tapper  was  9:25.6, 
eclipsing  the  old  record  by  seven 
seconds. 


The  last  mark  set  by  the  Brig- 
ham cindermen  was  in  the  mile 
relay  where  a crack  Arizona  out- 
fit pushed  to  an  all-time  mark, 
breaking  both  the  dual  meet  and 
BYU  school  records,  and  better- 
ing the  existing  skyline  confer- 
ence mark.  Oscar  and  Paul  An- 
derson, Jim  Crittenden  and  Fin- 
linson made  the  new  mark  of 
3:19. 

Arizona  had  its  share  in  the 
record  breaking  too,  as  Larry 
Hatch  tossed  the  discus  148'4'i” 
for  a new  meet  mark,  and  Jeri 
Moler  cleared  13'6*4”  in  the  pole 
vault  to  better  the  old  record. 

ALSO  GRABBING  first  places 
for  BYU  were  Charles  Higgins  in 
the  javelin  with  a toss  of 
219'2s4":  Paul  Anderson  in  the 
880  with  a time  of  1 :56.2;  Willard 
Hirschi  in  the  high  hurdles;  and 
Raynor  Pearce  in  the  220-yard 
low  sticks. 

The  next  outing  for  the  Cou- 
gars will  be  Friday  night  when 
they  face  an  improved  Arizona 
State  squad  at  Tempe.  The  team 
expects  to  return  to  Provo  Satur- 
day, according  to  Coach  Clarence 
Robinson.
